This  theme  will  be  discussed  in  detail  using  selected  mammals,  birds  and 
reptiles  to  introduce  the  concept.  Close  observation  of  mounted  specimens  and 
items  for  handling  are  important  parts  of  the  program.  Students  will  also 
study  examples  of  adaptation  in  the  Habitat  Gallery. 

"The  Circle  R" 


Grades  4-5;  40  students  maximum;  14  hours

This  "brand-name"  program  examines  the  natural  resources  that  led  to  early 
ranch i ng  in  Alberta  and  the  growth  of  the  cowboy's  work  activities  into  the 
modern  sport  of  rodeo . The  program  will  complement  Topic  A or  B of  the 
Grade  4 Social  Studies  curriculum. 

"Six  Days'  Work" 


Grades  4 (and  5)  60  students  maximum;  14  hours 
Monday  & Friday  9:30,  11:00,  1:15 

Designed  to  complement  the  Grade  4 Social  Studies  unit  on  our  human  resources, 
this  program  will  look  at  typical  patterns  of  work  and  leisure  during  Alberta's 
settlement  period.  Students  will  look  at  the  work  of  the  grain  farmer,  the 
housewife  and  the  storekeeper  or  tradesman.  Students  will  handle  related 
artifacts,  visit  selected  gallery  exhibits  and  participate  in  typical  kitchen 
chores . 

"Great  Heros  of  the  World  Religions" 

Grades  4-6;  1 class  maximum;  14  hours 

Scheduled  on  request. 

This  program  introduces  major  world  religions  through  story-telling  and 
examination  of  religious  artifacts.  A discussion  of  exhibits  in  the 
Spiritual  Life-Sacred  Ritual  gallery  will  also  be  featured  as  part  of 
the  program. 

"Trade  Beads  and  Beaver  Pelts" 


Grade  5;  60  students  maximum;  14  hours 

Tuesday  & Friday  10:00,  1:15 

Designed  to  complement  in  the  Grade  5 Social  Studies  unit  on  the  Fur  Trade,  in  Topic 
5A,  this  program  will  look  at  how  the  lifestyle  of  different  Indian  groups  in  the 
northern  forest  area  of  Alberta  changed  through  their  experience  with  the  fur  trade. 
Children  will  have  the  opportunity  to  handle  artifacts,  visit  the  selected  areas  of 
the  Habitat  and  Indian  galleries  and  discuss  events  of  the  fur  trade  in  relation 
to  some  of  the  exhibits.

Guided  tours  are  offered  in  all  Museum  galleries  and  usually  include  films 
and  presentations  of  artifacts  to  handle  and  examine  closely.  We  recommend 
that  any  tour  deal  with  only  one  area  of  the  Museum.  Guided  tours  will  not 
deal  with  more  than  two  gallery  areas.  Teachers  are  invited  to  indicate 
points  they  would  like  to  have  emphasized.  When  booking  a gallery  tour, 
please  indicate  whether  a film  is  desired  and  whether  a tactile  presentation 
is  to  be  included.  Guide  staff  will  be  happy  to  choose  a film  related  to 
the  concepts  or  galleries  you  wish  to  underline.  Bookings  must  be  made  at 
least  THREE  weeks  in  advance.

Teachers  who  do  not  wish  a guided  tour  may  use  the  galleries  with  classes 
during  the  hours  the  Museum  is  open  to  the  public,  10:00  a.m.  to  8:00  p.m.

"Fossils  In  a Suitcase11 

Grades  4-8  1 class  maximum  40  students 

Based  on  materials  found  in  the  Red  Deer  River  Badlands,  this  presentation  intro- 
duces a wide  range  of  fossils,  from  plants  to  sharks'  teeth  to  dinosaurs.  Students 
will  discuss  what  fossils  are,  how  they  are  formed,  and  what  we  can  learn  by  looking 
at  them.  This  program  is  most  effective  when  used  as  part  of  a unit  on  fossils. 

"Auntie  Skinner's  Chicken  Dinner" 

Grades  4 & 5 1 class  maximum  45  students 

Discussion  of  "Auntie  Skinner's  menu  will  introduce  students  to  everyday  life  on 
a self-sufficient  homestead  in  the  settlement  period.  Study  prints  and  the 
presentation  of  typical  utensils  will  re-create  the  setting  of  a typical  Sunday 
evening  meal.  (Sorry  - no  samples  for  tasting!)  The  program  may  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  other,  classroom  resources  such  as  the  "Settlement  of  the  West"  kit. 

"The  Fifth  Pillar  of  Islam:  Journey  to  Mecca" 

Grade  7 1 class  maximum  45  minutes 

This  program  complements  the  Grade  7 Social  Studies  unit  "What  is  Culture"  by  using 
photographs  and  artifacts  to  introduce  the  role  of  religion  in  contemporary  Middle 
Eastern  society.  Focussing  on  the  pilgrimage,  which  is  a pillar  of  the  Islamic 
faith,  discussion  will  help  students  appreciate  the  meaning  of  this  seasonal  event 
and  the  way  its  historic  and  mythical  roots  contribute  to  the  unity  of  Islamic 
society.  This  presentation  can  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  discussion  of 
social  values  in  the  "Marooned"  kit,  and  is  best  suited  to  groups  which  are  at 
least  halfway  through  Topic  A. 

"Pioneer  Foods" 

Grades  7 _ 12  1 class  maximum  45  minutes 

This  program  discusses  menu  planning  and  food  preservation  at  a time  when  frozen, 
canned  and  convenience  foods  were  not  a part  of  everyday  life.  A film  presentation 
is  included.  The  program  can  be  adapted  to  fit  either  a social  studies  or  a home 
economics  unit. 

"History  of  Fashion" 

Grades  7 ~ 12  1 class  maximum  45  - 60  minutes 

The  program  emphasizes  the  social  context  which'  has  influenced  changing  fashions  over 
the  past  hundred  years.  A number  of  garments  may  be  tried  on  by  students  as  part 
of  the  presentation. 

"Steps  Along  the  Way" 

Grades  10-12  1 class  1 hour 

This  program  has  been  revised  to  deal  with  the  adolescent's  transition  to  adulthood 
as  illustrated  in  both  secular  and  religious  ceremonies;  high  school  graduation, 
believer's  baptism,  civil  marriage  and  religious  marriage  (Sikh).  The  program 
can  be  used  to  complement  courses  in  Language  Arts,  Anthropology,  Sociology, 
Psychology  and  Drama,  as  well  as  Religious  Studies.

FEATURE  GALLERIES  contain  temporary  exhibitions  brought  from  museums  around 
the  world.  Guided  school  tours  are  generally  not  available  for  these 
exh i b i t i ons . 

PUBLIC  PROGRAMS  include  feature  films,  demonstrations  of  ethnic  and  historic 
crafts,  children's  programs,  special  events,  and  Cultural  Heritage  Perform- 
ances every  Sunday  by  members  of  Alberta's  ethno-cultural  groups.
